CONSTITUTION 
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1. Name of the Organization. 

1. Parkdale School Association. 


2, Objects, 

1. To promote a clearer understanding between the home and the 
school in the matter of child education. 

2. To promote a community fellowship among parents and between 
parents and the school, 

3. To avail the membership with opportunities for furthering adult 
interests in the community. 

4. To provide for the school such extras as are deemed requisite 

by the executive, 

3, Qualifications for membership. 

1, A sincere interest in the objectives and activities of the 
association. 


4. executives and its Election. 

1. The executive to consist of thirteen members and to include not 
less than four of the minority sex. 

2. The school principal to be an honorary member. 

3. Executive members to be elected for a period of two years with 
six members to be elected at each annual meeting. 

4. The thirteenth member to be appointed by the school staff from 
its number. 

5. The executive will elect from its number the following officers, 
to hold office for one year following each election. 

a. President b. Vice-President 

c. Secretary d. Treasurer 

e. Committee Chairman for such committees as are deemed 
advisable by the executive. 

6. The President to be ex officio on all committees. 

7. In the event that the President for the immediately preceding 
year be re-elected as an executive member the office of Past 
President will be added to those detailed in (5) above. 

8. Absence of any member of the Executive from three regular 
meetings without notification being made to Secretary shall 
constitute just cause for the Executive to appoint a replacement 
to hold office until the next Annual General Meeting. 

5, Meeting of the Association. 

1. Annual General Meeting. 

a. To be held during the month of January each year. 

b. To present to the membership. 

1. The President's report, 

2, The financial statement for the previous year 
ended December 31st,together with the auditorls 
report thereon. 

c. To elect executive members as outlined in 4 above. 



CONSTITUTION (Continued) 

2. Executive Meetings 

a. To be held monthly excluding July and August. 

b. The president is empowered to call additional 
meetings at his discretion, 

c. A quorum for all executive meetings to consist of 
seven members. 


6, Method of amending the constitution. 

This constitution may only be amended by a two-third majority 
vote of the members present at the annual general meeting of 
the membership.
